IN RE: SB1806 by Harris (Relating to notice to an employer of a court order requiring an employee
to provide medical support for the employee's child; providing penalties.), As Introduced

No significant fiscal implication to the State is anticipated.

The bill would require the Office of the Attorney General (OAG) to send a national medical support
notice to employers of child support obligorsin appropriate cases. Thisnotice is required by federal
law.
